Meat Inspection Provision of House 


Committee on Agriculture. 


PRODUCTS TO BE LABELED 


Cost of Inspection to Be Placed on the 


United States Government, an An- 
nual Appropriation of Two Millions 
Being Made—Other Features of the 
Measure, Just Completed. 


Washington, June 14. — The house 


committee on agriculture agreed on a 
meat inspection amendment to the 
agricultural 
appropriation bill. 
It 


places the cost of inspection on the 
government and makes an automatic 
appropriation of $2,000,000 a year to 
pay this cost. All moat and meat prod- 
ucts which enter interstate commerce 
must bear government labels, with 
guarantee that the product has been 
of healthful meat and has been put up 
in a sanitary manner. 


It is declared by the committee tha* 


the provision will insure that Ameri- 
can meats and meat products aie 
healthful, clean and in every respect 
wholesome and fit for food. 


The important teatuies of the legis- 


lation are that it places the cost ot the 
inspection on the government and 
makes an annual automatic appropria- 
tion of $2,000,000 to pay the expense. 
It requires a rigid post-mortem and 
ante-mortem inspection of all animals 
killed for food. It requires a govern- 
ment label as a passport for all meat 
and meat products which enter inter- 
state commerce, and in addition to this 
label- a certificate of purity to the car- 
rier and to the secretary of agricultuie 
for such products which enter foreign 
commerce. 
To secuie this label the 


product must be handled in accordance 
with sanitary regulations to be pre- 
scribed by the secretary of agriculture, 
who is authorized to employ, without 
regard to the civil service law, for the 
first year an adequate corps of efficient 
inspectors to supervise the enforce- 
ment of the regulation. 
It prohibits 


the use of preservatives or chemicals 
in the preparation of meat foods which 
are deleterious to health, and leaves 
the matter of determining this ques- 
tion to the secretary of agriculture. 
The label on the product is to indicate 
the ingredients, but the date of man- 
ufacture is not required to be stated. 


The sanitary requirements which 


the secretary is to prescribe must in- 
sure complete sanitation as to all build- 
ings, whether slaughter houses or can- 
ning establishments. There are many 
penalty clauses attaching to violations 
of all these provisions. 
The common 


carrier is subject to a heavy penalty 
if he accepts for transportation any 
goods not bearing the government 
label, or in case of foreign shipments, 
in addition to the label not accompa- 
nied by the required certificate. 
The 


packers are subject to a heavy penalty 
for false labeling as to contents of 
packages. 
Trade names are to be al- 


lowed in some cases, in the discretion 
of the secretary, but in all cases the 
contents 
of the 
package must be 


stated. The violation of any of the 
provisions of. the regulations is made 
a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine 
not to exceed $10,000 or imprisonment 
not to exceed two years. There is a 
special penalty against the bribery of 
inspectors. Farmers and small butch- 
ers are excepted from the operation of 
the regulations. 


The inspectors, in addition to their 


work of examination of the animals, 
are to make an inspection of the sani- 
tary conditions of all the establish- 
ments in which meat food products 
are prepared. Appeals may be had 
from the decision of the inspector tc 
the chief inspector in charge, and 
from his decision an appeal shall lie 
to the chief inspector in charge of that 
locality and in turn to the chief of-the 
bureau of animal industry at Washing- 
ton, and finally to the circuit court it 
any person, compal^y" or corporation 
claimsito be affected injuriously by 
any of the rulings of lower officials. 


STATEHOOD BILL. 


Senate Without Division Adopts the 


Conference Report. 


Washington, June 14.—-The senate 


adopted without division the confer- 
ence report on the statehood bill. The 
report was debated by Senators Fora- 
ker, Baiiey, Patterson, Money, Dubois, 
Morgan. Stone, McCmnber and others. 
Several Democratic senators intimated 
that the consolidation of Oklahoma 
and Indian Territory would inure to 
the advantage of the Republican party, 
and Mr. Money declared that such was 
the intent, and charged further that 
the legislation is influenced by section- 
alism. He declared that one western 
man is equal in all the qualities of man- 
hood to five eastern men. Senator Du- 
bois announced his intention to vote 
against the acceptance of the report, 
because of the omission of thP anti- 
polygamy provision inserted by the 
senate. 


By <he terms of Ihe confe'rence re- 


port on Ihe statehood bill adopts by 
the senat<> nnd house. Indian Territory 
and Oklahoma are to be admitted to 
the Tnion as one state under the name 
of Oklahoma. The territories of New 
Mexico and Arizona art- to be admit- 
ted, as one state under tlie name of 
Ari7x>na, provided the p?opi<> of each 
of those territories vote for joint state- 
hood at an election to be held on Nov. 
6 next.

AGAINST JAPS. 


Insurrection 'In a Korean Province, 


Capture a Town. 


Victoria, B. C., June 14.—The steam- 


er Tydeus, which arrived from fiie 
orient, brought news of an insurrec- 
tion in Korea, commenced on May 25, 
when the walled city of Hongju was 
attacked and seized by Korean insur- 
gents. Hongju, in Chun Chiong prov- 
ince, "was garrisoned by Japanese gen- 
darmes and police. The Japanese, be- 
ing short of ammunition, 
retired, 


reached 
Ysan and telegraphed 
to 


Seoul for assistance. A Japanese ves- 
sel is being sent GTtheir relief. Mean- 
while 300 insurgents occupied Hongju 
and began a revolutionary propaganda, 
which resulted in their force being 
greatly augmented, and outbreaks oc- 
curred also at Andong and Ponghawi, 
in Kion Song province, the rebel ranks 
being filled with former Korean sol- 
diers armed with modern rifles. 


Cuba's South American Envoy. 
Havana, June 14.—General Rius Ri- 


vera, secretary of the interior, was ap- 
pointed by President Palnia to be spe- 
cial minister plenipotentiary and en- 
voy to all Central and South American 
countries, none of which have Cuban 
ministers resident. In his new capac- 
ity General Rivera will attend the pan- 
American conference, which meets in 
Rio Janeiro next month. 
He will 


spend the next six months in visiting 
all the capitals to which he is accred 
ited. 


Attack on Italians. 


"Washington, June 14.—The Italian 


embassy was advised of the killing of 
two Italian laborers and an assault on 
many other Italian laborers in Mitch 
ell county, X. C.. which resulted in the 
flight' of a party of Italian railroad

trict Attorney Holton is co-operating 
with representatives of the Italian 
government in investigating the mat- 
ter.

federal Jury Finds Against Burling- 


ton Railroad Company. 


GAVE REBATES TO PACKERS 


Conviction Carries a Penalty of From 


One to Twenty Thousand Dollars on 
Each Count—Concession Granted by 
the 
Company on Shipments For 


Export. 


Kansas City, June 14.—A jury in the 


"United States circuit court returned a 
verdict against the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy Railroad company on 
four counts of granting concessions 
on packing house shipments, for ex- 
port, to the Armoui Packing company, 
Swift & Company, Cudahy & Company 
and the Nelson Morris Packing com- 
pany. The conviction carries with it 
a fine of from $l,00f) to $20,1)00 on each 
count. Judge Smith McPherson, the 
presiding judge, deferred sentencing 
the defendant until June 22. All four 
counts are practical!} the same. The 
case of the Armoui Packing company, 
on which instructions were read to the 
jury, charged specifically that the Bur- 
lington railway, on August 17, 1905, 
accepted a shipment of oil from Kan- 
sas 'City to Liverpool at a rate that in- 
cluded a rate of 23 cents per hundred 
pounds from the Mississippi river to 
New York, whereas the regular tariff 
at that time was 35 cents per hundred. 
To simplify the case A S. Van Valk- 
enburg, district attorney for the gov- 
ernment, and Judge O. M. Spencer of 
St. Joseph, representing the defendant 
company, signed an agreement of facts, 
which was in effect that the Burlington 
did' contract with the packers to carry 
their products at 23 cents for the dis- 
tance named, or a rate of 49 cents lor 
the whole distance from Kansas City 
to Liverpool. 


In his argument for the defendant 


company, Judge O. M. Spencer con- 
tended that the Burlington railroad 
had, a joint rate under its contract with 
the Clover Leaf and the Lehigh Valley 
railroad to carry the packing-house 
products at a rate which would have 
been valid under the present ruling 
of the court had it been published. 
Hence the only crime, if any was com- 
mitted, was the failure to publish the 
tariff under the contract. 


District Attorney Van Valkenburg^ 


arguing for the government, said sim- 
ply that it was a plain case of violation 
of the Blkins act. The Burlington rail- 
way had made a contract with the 
packing companies at a rate of 23 
cents a hundred, and had continued to 
live up to that cqnti act after there hao. 
been filed with the interstate com- 
merce commission an amended tariff 
of 35 cents.
